About the "Full Moan." 


Did you ever see ;t "full moon?" I know 


what your answer will be without waiting 
for it. It is this, "Yes, once every mouth 
since I have been old enough to pay atten- 
tion to such phenomena." Yet 7 take tho 
position that you are badly mistaken, and 
that lu all probability you have never in 
your life beheld the full face of our "silvery 
sister world.'' 
13y way of solution let us 


see what it takes to constitute a "full 
moou" in the exact sense of the term: A 
full moon occurs only when our obsequious 
attendant is iSO degrees of longitude Iroui 
the sun. Old Sol and the earth being ou the 
ecliptic. But the moon's orbit is inclined 
to the ecliptic at an angle of B degrees 8 
minutes 47 seconds and is therefore never 
on tht ecliptic except wheu at its "nodes" 
or crossings. 


This being the case, what we call the cir 


culm-disk of the moou (full moon) lack.-i 
considerable ol being an exact circle, being 
what astronomers term "iu n state of gib 
bosity," and is never a perfect disk except I 
when "a full moou" happens exactly at tho I 
time when Luna is crossing the ecliptic, at 
which timo .she must necessarily be oen- 
trally eclipted.

blood is well understood by physicians 
The rhubarb stalk is noted in this respect 
for the mnlic acid and binoxalnte of potash 
which it contains. The acidity of. the lemon, 
orange and other species of the genus citrus 
is caused by the abundance of citric acid in 
their juices; thatof thecherry, plum, peach, 
pear and apple from the malic ncid in their 
pulp; that of gooseberries and currants- 
red, black and white—from n mixture of 
malic anil citric acids; that of grapes from 
a mixture of malic nnd tartaric acids; that 
of the mango from citric -acid and a very 
fugitive essential oil; that of the tamarind 
from a mixture of citric, malic and tartaric 
acids.—New York Tribune.

A GOOD PLACE FOR FARMERS. 


EDITOR GAZETTE :—Permit me to 


occupy sufficient space in your columns 
to enlighten the Bucks County farm- 
ers as to the exceptional opportunities 
that this State now offers to the agri- 
culturist. 
I will make no comparison 


with other sections of the-country, but 
merely recite the conditions here and 
let each reader reach for himself the 
comparative resultsi 


Washington is divided by the Cas- 


cade mountains into, two sections ol 
entirely differing climate. 
The west- 


ern side of the range is tempered by 
the ocean winds bringing the warm 
moist air of the Japan currents, and 
| as a result giving a uniformity of tem- 


perature, rarely getting below 30 de- 
grees in winter or about 80 degrees in 
summer, with all the rain requisite to 
successful 
cultivation of the 
soil. 


Throughout the entire State the soil is 
of volcanic deposit, heavily charged 
with the elements of vegetation, so 
that cleared lands iu Western Wash- 
ington have been found profitable to 
cultivate, at prices that would seem 
incredible to an Eastern man, and have 
been held at a market value of $200 
to $500 per acre. 


The gieat drawback to the occupa- 


tion of Western Washington lands is 
the heavy growth of timber, covering 
the entire area, which is not only ex- 
pensive to remove, costing $100 to 
$200 per acre, but involves an amount 
of time and labor amounting almost to 
an embargo. 
Stump-pulling machines 


are now being constructed whereby it 
is expected that laud may be cleared 
at a cost of $75 to f 100 per acre, and 
at a rate of one acre per day for each 
machine. 


In competition with these lands, 


tluse beyond the mountains, compris- 
ing eastern, or more correctly, central 
Washington, are now coming to the 
front. 
By the 
intervention of the 


high Cascade range the moisture from 
the ocean is entirely shut off from this 
section, making it arid and barren—si 
dry desert waste—upon which nothing 
can live and grow, except sage brush 
and a little scattered bunch grass. 
If 


your readers will take the trouble to 
glance at a map of this State they will 
see that the great Columbia ilver, 
forming the southern boundary of the 
State for almost its length, has found 
its way through a break iu the moun- 
tains. 
Through this canyon the winds 


blow carrying with then) tbe clouds of 
moisture from the ocean, watering 
Khkitat, Walla-Walla, Columbia, Gar- 
field and Asotin counties, then bearing 
northward through Wuitnun and Spo- 
kane counties. It is this little soutb- 
eistern corner of the State that com- 
prises the world - renowned Walla- 
Walla and Palouse wheat countries, 
where the crop, strictly within the rain 
belt, ranges from 40 to 80 bushels 
per acre. 
Stevens and Okanogan 


counties, on the north, are essentially 
mining districts, mountainous, rocky 
and full of minerals. 


Within these outlines and comprise 


ing the centre of the State, are the 
couuties of Kittitsis, Yakima, Franklin, 
Adams, Lincoln and Douglass, an area 
of approximately 140 miles square, 
containing about twelve million acres 
This entire area has been considered of 
no possible value, and its existence a 
detriment to the State, but two or 
three years of experimental irrigation 
has proven its lands to be the most 
fertile and the climate adapted to tbe 
production of the most profitable crops 
— the winter being short and not ex- 
tremely severe, and the summer long 
and hot. 


The Northern Pacific, Kittitas and. 


Yakima Irrigation Company, organized 
three years ago at the instance of the 
N. P. R. R. Co., and bought 30,000 
acres of its lands at one dollar per 
acre. Their success in growing not 
only qereals but almost every variety 
of fruit is phenomenal, and they are 
now selling the same lands at $60 per 
acre, in five to twenty acre tracts, for 
the cultivation of fruits. 
Numerous 


other irrigation projects are on foot, 
and will, iu the next two years, open 
up so much of thc§e laud.s as can be 
covered by water, perhaps 10 to 12 per 
cent, of tbe whole, or one and a-half 
million acres. It must be remembered 
that until science and necessity devise 
some method of cheaply conveying 
water to higher 
elejatjaqs, only a 


comparatively small part of any rolling 
or billy country can be profitably irri- 
gated- These lands are so fertile that 
each a.Qre will produce as. much as 
several acres in any other State, and 
the proximity to sea.boa.rd assures a 
good market at remunerative price, so 
that a good farmer can here with forty 
acres realize as much return as from 
tbe best 150 acre farm in Pennsylva- 
nia, and with much less labor and no 
uncertainty from deficiency or super- 
abundance of rain. 
Crops are never 


injured from late frosts, as the winter 
is short, and when its hold is loosened 
it gathers itself up and gets away 
without lingering. 
This is an excep- 


tionally late spring, and ploughing for 
spring wheat is being rigorously push- 
ed qow early 'H March. 
Wheat is tho 


standard crop of the State and under 
irrigation 40 bushels may be relied 
upon as a minimum yield, running 
from that up to 80 bushels. 
Fifty 


cents per bushel in sack at the railroad 
is the minimum price, as Tacom,a, 
close at band, is now the second and 
will sooq be the first shipping port of 
the Pacific coast. Qats ma; be relied 


upon for 100 to 125 bushels, alfalfa i> 
good for six to eight tons per acre and 
six to eight dollars per ton on the 
ground, while bops, prunes, plums, 
apples, pears, cherries aud smaller 
fruits will yield $200 per acre and up- 
wards. 
Fortunately the lands most 


easily susceptible of irrigation lie close 
to tbe railroads. 


How may these lands be obtained 


and what are the conditions upon which 
water is furnished ? The lands are 
owned in alternate sections by the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Companj 
and by tbe U. S. Government, as shown 
by tha white and black blocks of a 
checker board. 
When an Irrigation 


Co. is organized its first act is to se- 
cure the purchase of the railroad lands 
within its district. This leaves the 
Government lands for settlement, un- 
der the "Desert Land Act," whereby 
any resident of tbe State, male or 
female, can file on 320 acres at a cost 
of $1.25 
per acre, of which 25 cents 


must be paid cash, the remainder in 
four years, aud after 40 acres is under 
cultivation, and provided, that at least 
$220 is expended in improvements, 
either on the lauds or buildings each 
year. 
Husband and wife together can 


take 640 acres, 
They must he. resi- 


dents of the State, though they may 
only have come into it. 
The right of 


the use of water is permanently secur- 
ed by payment to tbe company of $15 
to $25 per acre, according to the cost 
of constructing the irrigation works, 
or the company will sell the water 
right for one half tbe land and take in 
pay therefor tbe title to the other 
balf 
Beyoud this is an annual charge 


of $1 to $1 50 per acre for mainten- 
ance, according to the cost thereof. 


The profit of the Irrigation Com- 


pany Is from the enhancement of value 
of its lauds after thi Government 
lands are all settled. Tbe enterprises 
now in prooega of construction and 
projected for immediate operation will 
probably water 75,0,000 acres in this 
State, or one half of the available lands 
and certainly covering those in close 
proximity to railroads. 


This summer is the opportunity to 


secure valuable locations, and persons 
wishing to do so should lose no time. 
Tacoma is the headquarters of this 
enterprise, hence it would be wise to 
gome directly here and bqcorqe farflil- 
lar with the details of each Company 
and its locality. 
There is no compe- 


tition and no jealousy. There is no 
'ear but there will be settlers enough 
for all the land and that as fait as the 
requisite work can be (Jqne,.

bacco stems ucai them or sprinkling them 
with tobacco dust

corner of a couservatoiy a strong combiuar 
tion of sirnilai vaneties—for instance, ferns 
ananged together are more effective than 
if they weie scattered through the house 
(bimilarly, tht fan shaped palms should be 
grouped together with the long frond va 
rieties, foiming a special group, and vari- 
gated and fancy foliage plants will also be 
far more effective in a special group —
